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Voters approve 
bond for Van 
Buren Schools

In Tuesday’s election, voters in the Van 
Buren Public Schools district approved 
a $35,490,000 bond issue for 30 years to 
build an early childhood learning center 
and update schools and properties. 

The total tally was 3,419 yes votes to 
2,674 no votes. 

The school district spreads over five 
municipalities and the question was on the 
ballots in the City of Belleville, Sumpter 
Township, Van Buren Township, Canton 
Township, and Ypsilanti Township. 


* [n Belleville the vote was 381 yes and 
225 no; 


* In Sumpter Township it was 257 yes to 
377 no; 

* [n Van Buren Township it was 1,963 yes 
to 1,399 no; 

* [n Canton Township it was 603 yes to 
509 no; and 

* In Ypsilanti Township it was 215 yes 
to 164 no. 

Belleville returns 

In the City of Belleville, Mayor Kerreen 
Conley was returned to office unopposed 
garnering the most votes for a candidate on 
the ballot: 452. 

Winning the two seats on the council were 
two newcomers: Ken Voigt with 404 votes 
and Kelly Bates with 375 votes. Incumbent 
Jack Loria earned 273 votes and write-in 
candidate Aafrika Broadus Poole earned 8 
votes. 

The advisory vote on the proposed City 
Public Safety Special Assessment was 348 
yes votes and 262 no votes. The council 
is expected to vote at its Nov. 18 meeting 
on a special assessment of two mills. The 
special assessment vote needs to be taken 
annually and the council says it is needed 
for 10 years. The assessment is expected to 
bring in $90,000 the first year it is levied.

VBT man 
arrested in 
killing of wife 


At 1:30 a.m. Tuesday, Van Buren 
Township Dispatch received a call from a 
man stating his father who resides in Van 
Buren Township just called and told him he 
killed his mother. 

VBT Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain said officers responded to the 
7000 block of Fay Drive in Belle Point 
subdivision and located the victim, a 
62-year-old VBT female, deceased from 
what appeared to be a gunshot wound. 

The site is in the subdivision immediately 
northeast of the Belleville / Ecorse road 
intersection. 

With assistance from the Michigan State 
Police and the Berrien County Sheriff's 
Office, the husband/suspect was located 
a short time later traveling westbound on 
I-94 in Berrien County and was taken into 
custody without incident. 

The suspect was being held in the Berrien 
County Jail pending pick up by VBT police 
Tuesday morning. 

Director Laurain said Tuesday morning 
that this incident is believed to be domestic- 
related. The name of the victim was being 
withheld pending notification of other 
family members. The name of the suspect 
was withheld pending charges.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


Last Thursday morning, after 10 a.m., 
when we were delivering Independents to 
businesses in downtown Belleville, traffic 
on Main Street was interrupted by a series 
of fire and police vehicles heading south 
over the Belleville Bridge, through red 
lights, and downtown Belleville with sirens 
blaring. 

Several people on my newspaper delivery 
route asked if I knew what was going on 
because all the activity frightened them. It 
must be really bad, they told me. 

After I got back to the office, I called 
Van Buren Township Fire Department and 
Fire Lt. Doug Doty told me it had been a 
traffic accident on Hull Road. No injuries. 
The emergency vehicles did get held up by 
a train, he confirmed. 

Several people who came in to pick up 
papers told us that they saw a train had been 
holding up traffic on South Street, including 
fire trucks and police cars. 

We received a call from one of the victims 
of disbarred attorney Tom White. The caller 
told of a strange letter she received from 
someone who had served in the prison with 
White at St. Louis, MI. She wanted to know 
if anyone else received such a letter. 

She said it was from a man who said he 
was in prison for shooting his daughter's 
husband and he expects to get out in 
two years. He knew specifics about our 
caller and wanted to start up a friendship. 
She's assuming that White gave him the 
information. 

She said she was taking the letter to her 
local police department to make a report. 


We received a call from a reader who said

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she and a friend were having an argument 
that was getting heated. It was about 
whether the voters turned down any request 
by the Belleville Area District Library. She 
said voters did turn down a request and her 
friend said they didn't. 

So, I dug out my stories on the library and 
found in the 2014 August primary election 
voters from Belleville, Van Buren, and 
Sumpter turned down — with a3 to 1 vote -- a 
request to fund building of a 45,000-square- 
foot library on the DNR property in Van 
Buren Township at the north side of the 
Belleville Bridge. 

Library officials met with the voters who 
said they wanted their library to stay in the 
city. The smaller, 30,000-square-foot library 
is now being built in the city. A library 
branch is almost ready to open in Sumpter. 

The woman who called said she is a 
widow and while the library may be useful 
to people with small children, she gets 
her information from the internet on her 
cellphone. It's hard to pay the taxes that 
keep going up, she said. She said she wishes 
there could be a break for older citizens who 
have been paying taxes for so many years. 
She said in VBT, on her 10 acres, she paid 
over $5,000 last year and sometimes that's 
hard for her to come by.

family members. They quickly decorated 
the front of the shop for Halloween and 
got ready to hand out candy for the trick or 
treaters that were coming. He said he didn't 
want to disappoint the kids.

The Hungry Howie’s 
case got its warrants 
approved first by 
the Wayne County 
Prosecutor's office 
and later Monday 
the warrants for the 
Walmart robbery were 
approved. 

The male, Michael 
Lynn Laster, 24, of Van | 
Buren Township, was Elam 
charged with one count of armed robbery 
and one count of felony firearm for the 
Hungry Howie’s case and another charge 
of armed robbery and felony firearm for 
the Walmart case. 

The female, Tamara Tashia Elam, 25, of 
Ypsilanti was charged with one count of 
armed robbery for the Hungry Howie’s 
robbery and one count of armed robbery 
for the Walmart robbery. 

Sentences on the charges could go as high 
as life in prison. 

The two who were in custody were 
arraigned by video by 34% District Court 
on Tuesday.

Judge 
Brian A. Oakley released them on $25,000 
personal bonds, but they must qualify for 
GPS tethers. Also, Laster must live outside

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Belleville City Council sets public hearing on ordinance change 


By Rosemary K. Otzman 
Independent Editor 

The Belleville City Council has set a 
public hearing at its next regular meeting 
at 7:30 p.m., Nov. 18, to consider an 
ordinance regulating penalties for juveniles 
who violate city ordinances. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
explained that the city has been writing 
tickets for juveniles under the local 
ordinance and the local ordinance doesn't 
cover that. There is a direct request from 
the judges at 34% District Court to amend 
the ordinance or they will throw out the 
tickets they have, he said. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the 
court is holding up action on the present 
tickets until this ordinance is passed. 

The ordinance reads: *Any person under 
17 years of age convicted of a violation of 
the city ordinances under the discretion 
of the Prosecutor may be guilty of or 
responsible for a municipal civil infraction 
(except violations of the Michigan Vehicle 
Code) or misdemeanor and punishable by 
a fine not more than $500 in the discretion 
of the court regardless of any penalty 
provisions that may be stated in any 


specific ordinance of the city." 

After the public hearing, the council may 
pass the ordinance. 

In other business at the 20-minute 
meeting on Nov. 4, the council: 

* Presented awards to the Scarecrow 
Contest Winners: Centric Learning 
Systems (Business Category), Bella Boo 
of ВеПауШе Transylvania (Families/ 
Individuals), Women of the Moose #1135 
(Adult Groups/Organizations), and Tyler 
Elementary School (Youth Groups/ 
Organizations). It was pointed out they all 
were first-time winners;

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Sumpter board removes from agenda proposed shared-time position

After a brief discussion in the work/study 
session on Oct. 22, the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously to 
remove from the agenda a proposed new 
full-time shared-services position. 

The request was put on the agenda by 
Clerk Esther Hurst, who was too ill, 
reportedly with Parkinson's, to come to the 
Oct. 22 meeting to defend her request. 

In her statement accompanying the 
request, Clerk Hurst said there is “а huge 
and immediate need for support staff in the 
clerk's office with the numerous elections 
coming within the next year; the Building 


Department and Senior Center are at-risk 
departments given they are operating with 
shortcomings, as well." 

She said many departments operate 
without someone as a second-level service 
provider, she wrote. 

"The idea for this position would be 
*Shared Services,' which will have a home 
base of the Clerk's Office, but would be 
thoroughly trained to be back-up support 
to the Building Department in the absence 
of a Building Department Clerk and would 
support the Senior Center..." 

Treasurer Ken Bednark said he did not 
know where the funds for this full-time 
person would be coming from.

Treasurer Bednark said he received a 
memo from the deputy supervisor that said 
Roxanne Bardell would be moved to the 
Building Department and be supervised by 
the finance director and work in the clerk 
and building department as needed. He 
said if Bardell is doing work as a “floater,” 
she should get floater pay. 

Supervisor John Morgan said Human 
Resources Director Michelle Bellingham 
wasn't present and couldn't answer these 
questions. 

Bednark said he would like to table this 
request until the board can have more 
information. 

Former Treasurer Peggy Morgan said 
from the audience that it would make more 
sense to hire two part timers because it 
would not cost as much. 

“If Esther needs help for elections, four 
hands are better than two. I know Mary 
Ann needs help [in the Senior Center],” 
she said. 

In other business at the Oct. 22 meeting, 
the board: 

* Voted not to renew a subscription with 
Total Info to continue its general news 
on the government access channel for 
one year at a cost of $1,295. The board 
wanted to just remove it from the agenda 
without action, but Deputy Supervisor 
Karen Armatis insisted that the board had 
to vote one way or the other because the 
deadline was looming. The board voted 
unanimously not to renew the contract. 
Trustee Tim Rush said he polled people 
in the community and no one looks at the 
news on that site. They go to the new web 
site for township information. “We don't 
need that,” Trustee Rush said. “Any penny 
saved is a penny earned"; 

* Approved continuing the contract with 
WCA Assessing of Westland from Nov. 
1, 2019 until Nov. 1, 2022. Current cost 
is $4,141 per month, which will rise to 
$4,659 per month in the 2021-22 year; 

* Approved the request from the 
American Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) union 
local to be closed Dec. 23 through Jan. 1 
with employees taking four personal or 
vacation days; 

* Approved reappointments with terms 
ending in October 2022 to the Parks and

* Approved a change order to include 
gutters and downspouts from JD Chandler 
roofing for the library media center for 
$7,135 out of library funds; 

* Approved a change order for a street 
sign for the library/media center at a cost 
of $9,800 to be paid out of library funds; 

* Heard Bednark criticize an inaccuracy 
in the Parks and Recreation Commission 
meeting minutes prepared by Sharon 
Pokerwinski. Pokerwinski said it was 
an error and it was corrected before the 
minutes were accepted by the board; 

* Heard Adrian Slaughter ask about the 
requested full-time position. She said just a 
couple of months ago the clerk's office was 
asking for another person. [That was when 
the deputy clerk was going out on maternity 
leave and was replaced by her mother.] 
Slaughter asked how was it that Roxanne 
Bardell is being put out and shouldn't she 
be given the shared services position if she 
wants it because of seniority. “Normally in 
a union contract ... for a different position 
without a raise in pay ... the higher seniority 
person could say I want that," Slaughter 
said. Peggy Morgan said the floater position 
is no longer in effect in the union contract. 
Morgan said the employees were supposed 
to be cross-trained, but they weren’t. She 
said there should be a letter of agreement 
with the union. Supervisor John Morgan 
said Human Resources always works with 
the union. Township attorney Rob Young 
chimed in saying it was a newly created 
position and if it’s created it will have to 
be worked out. Sherry Olds said from the 
audience that Young shouldn’t be talking 
unless the board asks for his opinion. 
Supervisor Morgan apologized, saying he 
must have been sleeping; and 

* Heard Bednark report on looking 
at medical reimbursements for board 
members who don’t take township 
insurance. The payments make some 
board members make more than others in 
pay because those with larger families get 
more money and, for example, unmarried 
Trustee Tim Rush, getting much less pay 
for the same work. Also those with large 
families -- LaPorte, Oddy, and Swinson, 
are getting more than those running full- 
time offices. “I don't know how it should 
be handled,” Bednark said. “People run for

office and think they will be paid for their 
service. New people will be coming to 
service. You can draw good people if you're 
going to have fair compensation. After the 
holidays we head into the budget season,” 
he said, adding he'd like to see changes 
integrated into their next budget cycle. 
"Compensation shouldn't be a reason for 
running," said Supervisor Morgan, who 
asked attorney Young to explain how it 
got this way. Young said in 2000 an older 
elected official didn't have insurance and 
the township put him on insurance. If an 
elected official doesn't need insurance, 
then he can get a little, Young said, which 
saves money for the township. They take 
a percentage of what it would cost the 
township. Supervisor Morgan said the 
board hadn't had a raise for 20 years and 
this took the place of a raise. He said if they 
got rid of the insurance they would need to 
increase the pay. Bednark said he would like 
to do away with cellphones offered by the 
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township, with Trustee LaPorte being the 
only one with a township cellphone now. 
Trustee Oddy said he's been working with 
the HR department on the insurance and 
he will bring back to the board what he's 
come up with with Michelle Bellingham's 
help. "It will come shortly," Oddy said.

Court Watching: 
Preliminary exam 


adjourned a week when 
attorney can't be found

A preliminary exam scheduled on 
Oct. 30 at 34" District Court for Jaylin 
Kasmieralante Crayton, 24, of Southfield 
was adjourned for a week when Crayton's 
retained attorney couldn't be found. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Danielle Shamus told Judge Brian A. 
Oakley that she knew attorney Adam 
Clements from law school and he was very 
professional and conscientious. 

Barlier in the day, a clerk in another 
courtroom said Clements' office had called 
to say he wouldn't be able to be in court 
until 11:15 a.m. That message was passed 
on to Judge Oakley's courtroom. 

But, at 11:30 a.m., Clements had yet 
to arrive and nobody could reach him by 
phone. There were concerns for his well- 
being. 

Word came that he was in an exam at 
36^ District Court and court officials were 
trying to call the exam. 

It was noted that Crayton has an 
extradition hold out of Texas. 

Judge Oakley had defendant Crayton 
brought from the lockup into the courtroom 
to explain the situation and that his attorney 
couldn't be located. 

After calling Crayton back into the 
courtroom a second time, Judge Oakley 
apologized to the witnesses who were 
waiting to testify and adjourned the exam 
until Nov. 6. 

Van Buren Township Police Detective 
Michael Long said a witness had just 
started a new job and so he was at work, 
but could have been called in to testify. 

Crayton is charged with counts of 
possession of firearms by afelon, possession 
of ammunition by a felon, carrying a 
concealed weapon, and two felony firearm 
counts on July 22 in Van Buren Township. 
He is lodged in the Wayne County Jail on 
bond of $20,000/1096. 

Daniel Joseph Gullen 

Daniel Joseph Gullen, 56, of Romulus 

pled guilty to the misdemeanor of impaired 
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driving and an additional misdemeanor 
charge of attempting to flee police in 
a vehicle at around 10 p.m., Oct. 2, in 
Sumpter Township. 

The original felony charge of fleeing 
police in a vehicle and having a Blood 
Alcohol Content of more than .17 were 
dismissed. 

He told Judge Oakley that he was driving 
a vehicle in Sumpter Township after 
drinking a few beers. A Sumpter Township 
officer attempted to pull him over and he 
attempted to not stop. 

He was sent to the probation department 
and will be back for sentencing. His 
retained attorney was Daniel Geherin and 
he had posted bond of $5,000/10%. 

Tyler Bailey Hancock 

Tyler Bailey Hancock, 22, of Belleville, 
waived his preliminary exams on six 
felony cases out of Sumpter Township and 
the City of Belleville and was bound over 
to circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information on Nov. 6. 

He was brought from the Wayne County 
Jail to face the charges in 34" District 
Court. 

The Belleville charges are two felony 
counts of false report or a threat of terrorism 
and two felony counts of using a computer 
to commit a crime, with a penalty of up 
to 20 years or life in prison, on Sept. 18. 
Reportedly he threatened to harm a female 
police officer and to shoot up the high 
school. His bond on those charges was 
$100,000/10%. 

The Sumpter Township charges are 
dated Sept. 27 and are a false report or 
threat of terrorism and one count of using 
a computer to commit a crime, with a 
penalty of 20 years or life. 

Sumpter police reported the joint 
investigation with Belleville was the result 
of several recent threats of violence made 
against both police departments and the 
Van Buren Public Schools through fake 
social media and email accounts allegedly 
created by Hancock. 

Byron Pitts is the retained attorney on the 
cases and another attorney stood in for him 
before Judge Oakley.
